The value of the 191 pieces 
of realty owned is conservatively estimated 
at $17,000,000, making the value of the for- 
tune of Mr. Busch approximately $35,000,000. 

The fortune is shown to have been distrib- 
uted in notes to the extent of $2,006,090; 
stocks, $12,008,137;. bonds, $2,272,683; cash, 
$786,134; goods and chattels, $30,200, making 
the total, excluding the real estate, $17,254, 
154. 


Brewery Holdings Not Listed. 

Much of the valuable property owned by 
the Anheuser-Busch Brewing association, in 
which Adolphus Busch held 260% shares 
with a par value of $134,750, is not listed at 
all in the inventory, only ‘the property held 
in the name of the dead brewer himseif 
being listed. 
According to the inventory list, Busch 
owned eighty-six pieces of real estate in St. 
Louis, four pieces in Missouri outside of St. 
Louis, nineteen pieces in California, four 
pieces in Illinois, one in Iowa, eight in Kan- 
eas, and sixty-nine in Texas.

labor legislation urged by the Progressives 
and Republicans. 

The house was considering the Hensley 
bill prohibiting the importation of the prod- 
ucts of foreign convict labor. Representa- 
tive Kelly of Pennsylvania, a Progressive, 
offered an amendment extending the prohibi- 
tion to the products of factories employing 
children under 14 years of age. 

The Democrats strove to rid themselves of 
on embarrassment on a point of order, 

which, however, was overruled by Represen- 
tative Foster of Illinois, a Democrat, who 
was presiding. 

The Democrats, forced to face the propo- 
sition on its merits, contended thet the child 
labor amendment was offered by the opposi- 
tion in the hope of killing the bill in the sen- 
ate. Representative Lewis of Maryland, in 
charge of the bill, said the exclusion of child 
labor products would deprive the nation of 
all coffee, tea, and other foods. 


Charge of Fear Made. 

The Progressives and Republicans charged. 
that the Democrats feared any step in the 
direction of such legislation so long as child 
labor existed in the southern cotton milis. 
Representative Kelley of Michigan said chil- 
dren 10 and 12 years old were employed in 
the Georgia mills. 

‘Such a statement comes with bad grace 
from the gentleman from Michigan, whose 
state now is a stench in the nostrils of civ- 
Uisation,“ Representative Howard of Geor- 
gia sad. What happens to law abiding 
citizens in your state? You shotgun them, 
shoot them, murder them, and“ 

„Jou burn them in Georgia,“ Representa- 
tive Mann interposed. 

„O, we all have heard of Springfield, III., 
Mr. Howard rejoined, ‘‘ where there are more 
lynchings in one day than ever were pulled 
off in Georgia in-—in—in two weeks.” 

Mr. Howard was at the laughter 
which greeted what he considered a most 
withering rejoinder. “ 

“You mean the last two weeks,“ Repre- 
sentative Mann said. 

Representative Tribble of Georgia read 
from the statutes of his state to show that 
the employment of children under 14 is for- 
bidden. Mr. Mann silenced Mr. Tribble by 
taking the volume and reading the entire 
statute, thus disclosing that the age limit is 
10 for day and 14 for night work.

Father Maurice J. Dorney was buried yes- 
terday afternoon at Mount Olivet cemetery 
after funeral services which were remarka-

Officials and Dignitaries Present.

members. The Foresters, the Ancient Order 
of Hibernians, and the Knights of Columbus, 
in all of which Father Dorney had been 
active, were present in big delegations.

“ The city isolates cases of contagious dis- 
ease for the protection of the general pub- 
lic not primarily for the sake of the pa- 
tient. Adequate provision for isolation is 
therefore properly a charge upon all the 
city. Uniess the city stands ready to offer 
hospitalization it forces the patient te pay 
for the protection of the public. 


“Adds Fine to a Misfortune.” . 

“In effect, it adds a fine to a misfortune, 
and adds it especially in those families where 
the misfortune alone rises to the dignity of 
a calamity. 

It must pro- 
vide adequate hospital accommodations for 
at least the more severe contagious diseases. 

“Chicago has a small hospital for diph- 
theria and another for smallpox. 

“The diphtheria hospital has a normal 
maximum capacity of sixty beds, but at

The building is about twenty years old, of 
obsolete design, and badly located. 

“The city has no accommodations for 
scariet fever and other communicable dis- 
eases. The county has about 120 beds for

in @ private hospital. 


Bond Issue. Voted in 1912. 

A bond issue of $300,000 for ea contagious 
disease hospital was approved by the voters 
in April, 1912, but no suitable site could be 
found at a reasonable price. The old site 
was moet undestrable, and not readily ac- 
cessible. The health department urged a 
‘site adjacent to the bridewell. 

**We-could not buy, we could not con- 
demn for hospital purposes. We had to go to 
the legislature for authority to condemn, 
and did not get authority until the spring 
of 1913, and then we had to bring suit. Now 
we have acquired the site, have contracted 
for sewer and water lines, for the founda- 
tions of the administration building, and one 
‘pavilion: 

“We are asking for $250,000 more. With 
this and what we now have we can provide 
270 beda.and the administration buildings, 
nurses’ homes, kitchens, etc., that will be 
needed for 330 more beds which can be sup- 
plied by funds secured later as needed, 

“ The rest of the money from the health 
department bond issue is for a municipal 
lodging house and for more public baths.”

Because of the revision following the Feb- 
ruary primary, which was supposed to have 
been thorough, election officials were of the 
opinion the canvassers would find compara- 
tively few discrepancies or duplications in 
the lists. The average of the first day's 
work therefore was surprising. 

The number of removals reported—indicat- 
ing that many among those who registered or 
were on the books after the February revi- 
sion had since changed places of residence— 
appears greater than was expected. 

From one or twe wards complaints were re- 
ceived that all of the “ floaters” have not 
been removed from the books. Startling de- 
velopments were predicted in one ward 
where lodging houses are numerous. 

The early canvassing reports show most of 
the “suspects” among the men. Few 
women appear on the first returns. 

Special attention is being paid by the elec- 
tion commissioners to the First ward can- 
vases.

For thirty years the students of Welles- 
ley college have been preparing for fire. 


| Tuesday it destroyed the largest building 


on the campus. The students have joked 
about the day fire drills and have groaned 
about the night calls; but they have filed 
down the long halls in orderly lines and 
out the main entrances in less than two 
minutes. 

When the test came Tuesday there 
were no hysterics, no fainting girls. At 
the clang of the first fire gong 250 stu- 
dents, 50 imetructors, and 50 maids woke 
out of a sound sleep to find their rooms 
filled with smoke.. According to their 
training, they shut the windows and tran- 
soms, turned on the lights, and stood in 
the hall until the second gong rang, ten 
seconds later, when, under the eye of the 
fire marshal they marched downstairs, 
the upper floors leaving first. 

The, front exit was in flames, the line 
was turned, and the 850 weren were 
outside the building in three minutes. 
The squad roll call developed the fact 
that eight persons were missing, and the 
fire captains hurried back to wake their 
respective charges. 

It was a triumph of order and sanity, 
and, as Miss Pendleton, the president, 
said, The obedience to the fire drill as 
a result of discipline was a credit to the 
college. Never before has there been such 
a fire, with similar conditions, without loss 
of life or injury to some one.” 

The college girl of today, along with 
her acquisition of learning and theories 
of independence, has algo absorbed the 
lesson of subordination to discipline. This 
exhibition of sanity and coolness should 
be a source of pride and gratification not 
only to Wellesley college but to the coun- 


try.

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| DISEASE YIELDS TO WORE. 


HE 1913 report of the isthmian canal 
commission shows that, given the 
right to go ahead unimpeded, health 
authorities can put the disability 
rate from disease about where they 

set out to put it. When we took charge 
in Panama the health officers were given 
but little authority. In consequence the 
sickness rate was not a credit tous. Things 
began bad in 1904 and they grew worse 
every year until 1907. The death rate of em- 
ployés in 1904 was 13; 1905, 26; 1006, 42; 
1907, 29; 1913, 8.

The number of deaths from malaria in 

1906 was 283, and the number in 1918 was 

21. As there were more than twice as many 

employés in 1918 as in 1906, calculation 

shows the rate last year was just one-twen- 
ty-fourth of the rate of 1906.

LA MARQUISE DE FONTENOY. | 


T the recent court ball given by Em- 
peror Francis Joseph at his suburban 
palace of Schoenbrunn, near Vienna, 
the Duchess of Hohenberg, mor- 
ganatic wife of the heir apparent. for 

the first time took her place in the ranks of 
the reigning family, according to the new 
precedence accorded to her last fall. She 
walked in the imperial procession immediate- 
ly after the married archduchesses, includ- 
ing Archduchess Maria Annuncieta, who, al- 
though a spinster, ranks as a married woman 
by reason of her office as abbess of the con- 
vent of the Noble Ladies of Hradschin at 
Prague, but before all the younger unmar- 
ried archduchesses and princesses. 

Thus she had the “pas” of the three 
daughters of Archduke Leopold Salvator, of 
Princess Olga of Great Britain and Bruns- 
wick, daughter of the Duke of Cumberland, 
and of the two daughters of Archduchess 
Frederick, to whose household she formerly 
belonged as lady in waiting in special at- 
tendance on the children. 

—— 

When she first married, the Duchess of 
Hohenberg was obliged to make way for all 
women, married and unmarried, who be- 
longed to the mediatised houses of the aris- 
tocracy, that is to say, to families enjoying 
petty sovereign rights prior to the over- 
throw of the holy Reman empire by Napoleon 
at the beginning of the last century. 

Then she was allowed precedence over 
them and accorded a place in the wake of 
the young unmarried archduchesses. 

Now they are obliged to make way for her, 
and at the present rate of progress there is no 
doubt that, when Archduke Francis Ferdi- 
nand succeeds to the throne, he will Still 
further advance his wife to a place on the 
table of precedence superior to that of aii 
the archduchesses, no matter whether mar- 
rie@ or unmarried, 


— 

Another feature of the ball was the appear 
ance fer the first time of young Archduchess 
Zita, the wife of the second heir te the 
throne, in her capacity as first lady of the 
land, in which she has supplanted her aunt, 
Archduchess Maria Annunciate, referred to 
above as an abbess. 

It was to Archduchess Zita, daughter of 
the last sovereign Duke of Parma and a 
princess of Bourbon, that all the presenta- 
tions of the wives of the newly eccredited 
ambassadors and their wives were made, and 
who also received the presentations of all 
the debutantes. 

From now on, at any rate until the death 
of the emperor, Archduchess Zita wild take

Parma. He is married to Archduchess Marie 
Anna, daughter of Archduke and Arch- 
duchess Frederick of Austria. 

They have rented a house on the Avenue 
du Bois de Boulogne and intend to spend a 
portion of each year in the French capital. 

Prince Elias is now the owner of the mag- 
nificent and historic Chateau de Chambord, 
which, formerly a royal residence, was 
presented by Louis XV. to the famous 
Marshal Saxe, was afterwards donated by 
Napoleon to hie Marshal Bertheir, Prince 
of Neuchatel and of Wagram, from whose 
widow it was purchased by popular sub- 
scription in 1821 and presented to the infant 
and posthumous son of the murdered Duc 
de Berry. 

— 

King Charles X., when overtaken by the 
revolution of July, 1830, abdicated in favor 
of this grandchild of his, who had been 
known until then as the Duc de Bordeaux. 
But the 10 year old lad was only allowed to 
reign twenty-four hours, as Henry V., and 
was then obliged to make way for the Duke 
of Orleans, who ascended the throne as King 
Louis Philippe. 

On reaching his manhood the young prince 
abandoned his title of Duc de Bordeaux for 
that of Comte de Chambord, and on his 
demise in 1883 bequeathed the chateau and 
park of Chambord, which fs inclosed in a 
wall twenty-one miles in circumference, to 
his nephew, the late Duke of Parma, from 
whom it passed in turn to his son, Prince 
Bilas. 

If Prince Elias was more favored in his 
father’s will than hig elder brother, Prince 
Joseph. it was because the latter was mental- 
ly afflicted,

Speaks on Minimum Wage. 


Mra. Glendower Evans of the minimum wage 
board of Massachusetts spoke on minimum 
wage yesterday at the Chicagc Woman's club 
and the City club. She urged the establish- 
ment of a minimum wage board in wer, in- 
dustry. She advocated a “pitiless publicity 
plan” for the manufacturer who refuses 
pay a minimum wage fixed by the board, 
rather than a mandatory ruling that would 
— . him to pay the wage or leave the 

te. 


“The wage board in Massachusetts took 
up first the brushmaking industry,” said Mra, 
Evans. “It was one of the smallest industries 
in the state and the wages were the worst in 
any trade. It was found that 72 per cent of 
the women working in it were making less 
than $6 a week. ' 

“The most hopeful sign in the establishment 
of our commission ig the awakening it has 
brought to those who have taken part in the 
hearings. Employés who were afraid to call 
their souls their own are now discussing the 
matter of their salaries with their empléyers 
with frankness and earnestness. 

“The employers have become interested in 
knowing what is a living wage, where their 
employés live, how muM@ they pay for their 
washing, how often they can afford to go toa 
moving picture show. They are beginning to 
realize how little a salary of $4 or even $7 a 
week goes toward maintaining life. 

“The movement will raise wages involun- 
tarily. In our state it will mean much more 
than that the brush workers get a minimum 
wage, if the employers do agree to the ware 
the board has set.“ 

Mrs. Evans sald that a living wage for girls 
has been placed at $8.71.

RESIDENT HARRY PRATT JUDSON 

nounced the proposed erection gp 
new buildings and the donation . 
several gifts to the University of nie 


Modern Languages “hall, will be built front- 
ing on the Midway, near Ellis avenue; a new 
structure will be added to the University High 
school group on the School of Education 
quadrangle, in the block between Kimbark and 
Kenwood avenues, and Fifty-ninth street and 
the Midway, and a students’ observatory will 
be built as an adjunct of the department of 
astronomy, on.a site not yet announced. 

The plans for the new buildings. were de- 
cided at a meeting of the of. 
at the last June commencement of the uni- 
versity, according to the president, and the 
three new buildings are to be erected dur- 
ing 1914, or early in 1915. 

The building of the new structures will be in 
keeping with the campaign of bullding opera- 
tions inaugurated with the beginning of work 
on the Classics building, and the Juilus Rosen- 
wald Geology building, last week. 
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The president announced the donation of 
$10,000 for raquet courts in the athletic train- 
ing quarters under the big concrete grand- 
stand on Stagg field, and the acquisition of 
the collection of Col. Reuben T. Durrett of 
Louisville, Ky., consisting of 50,000 volumes, 
an equal number of pamphiets and original 
manuscripts and memorabilia of the early 
southwest and the Ohio valley; and the best 
existing collection. of .files of Southern news 
papers antedating the civil war. 

The total amount donated to the university 
Guring the last year was $1,307,929, according 
to Dr. Judson. He characterized as admirable 
the management of the business affairs of the 
university, which resulted in raising the 
amount of yearly earnings to $1,577,026, a 
figure never before reached by the earnings of 
invested funds, students’ laboratory, and 
tuition fees, etc. The financial and the audit- 
ing departments were especially praised, Dr. 
Judson stating that they had been recognized 
as of extraordinary efficiency by being called 
in time and again during the last year to re- 
organize the systems of accounts and finances 
of several other American colleges and uni- 


versities.

In the report to the board of trustees, Tre- 


‘vor Arnett, the auditor of the university, an- 


nounces the total of holdings of the university, 
in investments, rea) estate, and equipment, as 
$31,055,420, as against $29,600,000 last year. 
The endowment of the University of Chicago 
is $18,0v0,000, this sum being invested chiefly 
in railway and industrial stocks and bonds, 
and in local loans and mortgages. 

Of the total receipts in last year’s budget 
the percentage from these investments yielded 
55 per cent. Tuition and other fees yielded 
38 per cent, and the remaindéer came from 
miscellaneous sources, Dr. Judson announced 
the total retirement of John D. Rockefeller 
from any immediate connection with the uni- 
versity in the statement, “the amount received 
in cash from the founder of the university has 
decreased to 1.2 per cent of the income, and 
after the year 1913-14 it will disappear al- 
together.” 

> 


President Judson left Chicago yesterday on 
the first lap of a globe-circling tour in the in- 
terests of the Rockefeller foundation. Dr. 
Judson, who is the chairman of the medical 
commission of the Rockefeller research body, 
will be absent for seven months in the orient, 
conducting an investigation of medical, surgi- 
cal, and sanitary conditions in the Chinese 
republic.

E. J. Bock of the Chicago and Milwaukee 
electric line, Richard Breckenridge of the Au- 
rora, Elgin and Chicago road, J. R. Blackhall 
of the Chicago and Joliet Electric Railway 
company, and F. E. Fisher of the Chicago, Ot- 
tawa and Peoria interurban were present. 

“The Aurora, Elgin and Chicago brings three 
carloads of milk to Laramie avenue daily,” said 
Mr. Breckenridge, “and it could bring as many 
more, if it were enabled to deliver as far east 
as Canal street. 

“The farmer who now drives to the mik 
platform with a few cans of milk also can bring 
his and his neighbor’s garden produce, and it 
may be in the market two hours after it leaves 
the farm.

Injunction Arguments Heard. 

While the selection of the jury in Miss 
Starr’s case was in progress Judges McGoor- 
ty, Windes, and Baldwin, sitting en banc in 
the Circuit court, were hearing the closing 
arguments of attorneys for the Philip Hen 
ricl compeny and the waitresses’ union in 
their applications for injunctions. 

The arguments will be finished today, but 
the decision of the court is not expected to- 
morrow. Attorney W. M. McEwen, repre- 
senting W. M. Collins, manager of Henrici’s, 
charged that the action of the waitresses in 
parading back and forth in front of the res- 
taurant on Randolph street constituted ap 
organized effort to injure the business of the 
restaurant. 

Mr. McEwen cited the decision of the United 
States Supreme court in the Danbury hatters’ 
case, where damages were allowed against 
the unions for boycotting a hat company. 
The court then held that such boycotts were 
a violation ot section 7 of the Sherman anti- 
trust act. 

“Attempt to Ruin Business,” 

“ The waitresses’ union ordered Mr. Collins 
to sign their agreement, and when he refused 
they pronounced judgment on him and then 
proceeded to execute the judgment with an 
attempt to ruin his business, said Mr. Me- 
wen. “Any independent organization 
would have the same right to assume that 
power. It is the power of judgment; it is 
judicial and it is executive. Suppose that 
the waitresses’ union is upheld in ite pro- 
ceedings and that it goes to other places of 
business—to the Fair, which I understand is 
the next place selected—it will mean the loss 
of hundreds of dollars a day. 

“ There are three conspiracies here: First, 
the conspiracy against trade; second, con- 
spiracy to establish a monopoly by forcing 
Mr. Collins to employ only members of the 
union, end, third, conspiracy to injure bua- 
ness by boypott. All three constitute unlaw- 
ful acts the restaurant and the pub- 
lic. Picketing by means of moral suasion to 
keep persons from going to work in time of 
strike hae been permitted, but there has been 
no strike here.“ 


Talks of Economic Conditions, 

It was argued by Attorney Mastere for the 
union that an economic principle was m- 
volved and the waitresses used their rights 
to the public streets to tell the public of the 
economie conditions they were fighting.

Camden, N. J. , March 18.—[Special.}—The 
annual meeting of shareholders of the Assets 
Realization company today developed into a 
heart to heart conference between the share- 
holders and the management on what has 
become of the company’s assets 

The annual report showed a net income 
for the year of 1913 of only $84,311, compared 
with $1,300,166 in 1012. It was also found 
necessary to charge off on account of depre- 
ciation of the assets $4,508,144, although a 
reserve account of $1,338,585 was merged 
into the surplus fund. The previous sur- 
plus of $1,456,748 nevertheless was entirely 
wiped out, and a profit and loss deficit of 
$2,123,408 recorded on Dec. M. 1913. 


Management Fails to Explain. 

No attempt was made by the management 
to gloss over the bad state of the company’s 
affairs, but the officers present were evasive 
in answering questions put to them by dis- 
satisfied shareholders as to those persons re- 
sponsible for the company’s difficulties. Ira 
M. Cobe, the president, stated that he would 
prefer to answer stockholders’ queries pri- 
vately. 

He stated in the annual report. “If the 
present plan of liquidation continues, stock- 
holders must not expect that the asseta will 
realize the amounts shown in the statement.” 

In order to conserve the assets, he recom- 
mended the formation of a new company for 
the sake of liquidating the od one and suc- 


ceeding to its business. A plan to that end | 


will be submitted to the shareholders in a 
week or ten days, he said. 


Condition of Company Told. : 

It developed through statements made by 
President Cobe at the meeting that the com- 
pany has outstanding against it $4,950,000 in 
notes, of which $2,450,000 is sir«le name un- 
secured paper held by banke, and $2,600,000 is 
secured by collateral. Banks are gradually 
closing Out the latter through sale of the col- 
lateral. 

It also was stated that the appeal made to 
shareholders in December for subscriptions 
to $1,000.000 6 per cent notes iInaisted on by 
Philadelphia and New York banks 46 a requi- 
site to granting an extension on Hotes held 
by the banks, had resulted in subscriptions 
of only $400,000, of which $400,000 wae placed 
at the outset by wealthy Philadelphians in- 
terested in the company. 

The time for raising the additional $510,000 
expires April 1, but President Cobe said he 
hoped to have a reorganization plan ready 
before that time. 


Statement of Liabilities. 

There are contingent liabilities for indorse- 
ments and guarantees amounting to $3.750.- 
000, against which the company hold a re- 
serve of $600,000, which it is hoped will cover 
any losses. Cash asgets on Dec. 31 were $60,- 
982, but are stated to be about $750,000 at the 
present time. 

The financial statement brought out some 
pointed questions from the stockholders pres- 
ent. W. T. ApMadoc, a Chicago attorney, who 
held proxies for 506 shares of stock, was par- 
ticularly agressive in seeking information on 
the reasons for the company’s finandia! diffi- 
culties.

„There is no doubt es to the advisability of 
ral lroad securities being subject to the approval 
of some one established authority, either the fed- 
erel government or the different states, some of 
which now have laws supervising their issuance,"’ 
he writes. The approval of the government 
vould be preferable as to interstate rallroads, and 
would simplify the work both for the state and for 
the railroads. It would obviate the multitude of 
divergent views that might arise as to the neces- 
sity of iesuing securities to carry on the work of 
development, additions, and betterments asked for 
by interstate carriers. 

It the government should approve a railroad 
security it would. in effect, morally speaking, in- 
dorse it, and this high approval of the issue would 
mike a bond sell at the lowest rate of interest cpr- 
rent for gilt edge securities, thereby reducing the 
cost of transportation. 

‘A quasi-copartnership without risk or cost to 
the government might be established through a 
federal license or charter, involving a profit shar- 
ing plan for such interstate railroads as prefer 
to operate under federal charter. A national char- 
ter need not interfere with the authority of state 
railroad or public utility commissions in super- 
visionf of. intrastate business or state regulation, 
except as to the issue of interstate securitles. 

“The system of prefit sharing of corporations 
and the public is proving successful and having a 
good effect on all interests. I have one illustra- 
tion particularly in mind. Before 1907 there was 
constant friction between the surface lines in Chi- 
cago and the city authorities as to extensions, fa- 
cibties, service and fares. The success of co- 
operation is thoroughly demonstrated in the suc- 
cess of the traction — in Chicago.“
